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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 2, it is unclear if "a lateral centerline of the main body portion" is 
meant to be the same center line of the main body portion of claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hillinger, US Patent 5,967,006. An ergonomic handle for a drive tool, which may 
be a knife, the handle having a main body portion 12, a appendage support member 
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16 having a top surface with a concave recess 28. Though not explicitly pointed 
out in Hillinger, one skilled in the art can see from the figures 1,2, and 4 that the 
limitations of a principle axis of the concave recess passes through a center of 
curvature and a vertex of the concave recess is substantially perpendicular to and 
offset from a center line of the main body are provided. The appendage support 
member may accommodate an ergonomic placement of appendages of a user's 
hand as claimed. The appendages of a user's hand would be fully offset from the 
center line of the main body portion, as claimed. The thickness of the main body 
portion gradually changes from end to end in the claimed manner. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-21 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. New art has been discovered 
and applied to the claims of record.
